When [ 
came back I told Gen, Boyce that Jus- 
ee Savage had told me to come back. 

n. Boyce said that it wasa simple 
As I remember, he said that 
it was for money he had loaned Jus- 
tice Savage in connection with the 
fixing up of his courtroom. I will not 
swear that that was what he said, but 
I think it was.“ 

Cross-exa nination: Did he not 
say Justice Savage's constables were 
pressing for money they had loaned 
him, and he (Boyce) wanted to get in 
before the constables? 

A.: I can’t say that I have any 
such recollection of what was said. 
My impression was, as 1 have said, 
that it was for money loaned by Mr. 
Boyce to Justice Savage. 

r. Fitzgerald attempted a number

tify before the Grand Jury, in reply to 
questions by me, that Mr. Buyce said 
it was money loaned to Justice Savage 
to fit up his courtroom?

WANTED IT DISMISSED. 

The defense rested its case, and at 
the request of Mr. Fitzgerald the jury 
was excluded from the courtroom 
while a motion was made and argued 
by the defense for the Judge toinstruct 
the jury to acquit, on the ground that 
the evidence was insuflle lent to put 
them on their defense.

JOURNALISTIC 
BRIGANDS, 


Gov. Waterman, havingrelinguished 
his aspirations for another term and 
retired from the fiela as a candidate, 
itis to be presumed that the attempts 
of rapacious politicians and impecuni- 
ous newspapers to pluck him have 
ceased, or at least ought to cease. 

Perhaps, in all the politica] history 
of California, there never was a candi- 
date for high office upon whom. such 
brazen and greedy demands for money 
and patronage have been made as 
upon Gov. Waterman. As soon as it 
became clearly known that he proposed 
to stand for another term, these de- 
mands for assistance came pouring in 
upon him—as has been authoritatively 
ascertained—from every direction. He 
justly complained that he had been 
given to understand by certain active 
managers in his interest that he could 
not secure the delegations of certain 
counties except by methods which 
amounted to purchase; and, in so far 
as he refused these impudent and cor- 
rupt demands, he is entitled to public 
credit. 

It is stated on good authority that 
he was called upon to pay no less than 
forty thousand dollars to secure the 
delegation of a single county; and it 18 
further stated, upon equally good 
authority—an authority, in fact, near 
the executive person—that the aggre- 
gate cails for money assistance that 
reached Mr. Waterman from all parts 
of the State amounted to the enormous 
sum of nearly one million dollars. 
This fact illustrates the insatiable 
greed and the heartless rapacity of the 
hungry politician, and shows the cost- 
liness of a gubernatorial campaign 
when conducted on a coin basis, and 
the expensiveness of supporting private 
organs. 

Take, for example, a single news- 
paper ‘‘deal’’ into which His Excellency 
was, in an evil hour, drawn by the al- 
luring promises of pretended friends 
and self-constituted political man- 
agers. Aiter repeated protestations 
that he would never do it,” he was 
persuaded by the siren and seductive 
voices of political adventurers, who 
hovered around his person like honey 
bees around a bed of bloom, to pur- 
chase a newspaper toy. Yielding to 
rosy representations that through its 
handy manipulation he could be made 
Governor for another term, he went in 
and was squeezed—until he pulled out. 

The deal, according to the inside 
facts gathered in the proper quarters, 
was this: Mr. Waterman was to, come 
to the rescue and save a recognized 
private organ from an early and igno- 
minions death by the payment into 
its treasury of some fifteen thousand 
dollars in all, in consideration of 
which it was to be transferred to his 
own service. These payments were 
to be in the shape of monthly notes of 
$2000 each, continuing until the whole 


business of paying and disbursing the 
coin commenced, and for a brief period 
"goose was” ded at a satis 
factory altitude. But presently a 
change came oer the scene. The Gov- 
error, finding that the coveted nomina- 
tion did not promise to materialize; 
that the masses were not flocking to 
his standard; that the north did not 
rally nor the south enthuse; that, in 


short, his personal organ was 
rendering him no service and 
doing him no good, and that 


the illusive nomination was slowly 
vanishing into the dim and hazy dis- 
‘tance of the unattainable future, felt 
himself constrained to throw up his 
brush and retire from the race. This 
he did with the suddenness of a flash 
aud the heftiness of a solid shot; 
whereupon the whole gang of political 
retainers and private leeches were 
thrown into the utmost consternation. 
They had made their arrangements 
for a long season of fat picking—for 
an all summer’s roll in campaign 
clover. They were sore disappointed, 
and wailed loudly over the sudden dry- 
ing up of the Pactolian stream. In 
the office of the Governor’s private 
organ the cousternation was appalling. 
One of the first things which his finan- 
cially sagacious Excellency had done, 
after publicly withdrawing from thé 
race, was to wire an order south to 
have payment stopped on that $15,000 
newspaper deal. Appeals were made 
to him by his hired men to stand up to 
the rack and not leave them to tumble 
into the sopa caliente. Not only ap- 
pedis, but protestations and threats 
were made. Mr. Waterman was re- 
minded of his alleged ‘obligations in 
terms more urgent than polite, and 
threats to sue were uttered in more 
than one quarter; in short, there was 
“hell on the Wabash,” or, at least, 
among the orange groves, 

But the Governor has legal, as well 
as personal.advisers, upon whom he 
can depend, and a will of his own. 
Thdse who know him understand the 
futility of threats, and the barrenness 
of bulldozing in his case. It is con- 
fidently asserted, by men who know 
whereof they speak, that Mr. Water- 
man can successfully resist in the

It is notorious that fraud was pruc- 
ticed on a shameless scale in the news- 
paper deal in question; and fraud 
vitiates any contract. It has transpired 
that gross misrepresentations were 
made to His Excellency and his last lot 
of hired men concerning the financial 
status of the private organ which they 
had undertaken to buy or subsidize;

Excellency were magnified many times;

semblance to reality. The leeches and 
hangers-on to its bedraggled skirts, 
refusing or failing to put up 
any good money themselves, exposed 
their real aims in the outset.

Its position was like that 
of the African’s crow, which Sambo 
declared was “‘settin’ on dat fence at 
a mighty lively gait.” 

The organ’s championship of Mr. 
Waterman was a part of this contract, 
either expressed or implied, with it; 
and its failure to perform its plain 
duty to him shows ingratitude, if not 
treachery, to the man who came to the 
rescue at a critical moment, and saved 
it from.that ignominious death which 
is its sure destiny, sooner or later.

Among the mastiffs, Capt. Ander- 
son’s Richland Commodore is one of 
the finest exhibited. Mrs. Dorothea 
Lummis also has a grand mastiff in 
Amado, This is the largest mastiff on 
exhibition, and is a very finely de- 
veloped animal. Capt. Anderson ex- 
hibits a fine St. Bernard in Dido II., an 
orange and white bitch of rare breed- 
ing.

Mrs. James McLaughlin of Cole-. 
n exhibits the only deerhound in 
thé hall. He is called Captain, and is 
a large, gaunt-looking beast, but an 
exceptionally good representative of 
his class. Opposite him is a young 
deer, perfectly tame, and a great at- 
traction for the children who visit the

has a fine exbibition of greyhounds 
and foxhounds. Most of them ere of 
unknown pedigree, but they are all 
speedy, racy-looking animals, and are 
a credit to the club. 
The pointer class of dogs is very 
well represented.

W. U. Carlin who, at the 
last meeting of the. union, had been 
appointed a committee of one to so- 
licit subscriptions to aid in the ¢on- 
struction of a wharf, reported that 
the Santa Monica people were pre- 
pared to take charge of the wharf pro- 
ject, and he suggested that the people 
of Cahuenga Valley devote their en- 
ergies and money toward the rehabili- 


tation of the Los Angeles and Pacific 


Railroad, which suggestion was 
heartily received by those present. 
The question of bringing the re-

E. W. Doss, 
of the committee on roads, sent ina 
report, the substance of which was 
that under the present system no ef- 
ficient work has been done, or likely to 
be done; and with regard to the ‘San- 
ta Monica foothill road’ the usual 
course is being pursued, and in conse- 
quence we do not feel justified in flat- 
tering the present generation, under 
the existing system, with a conjecture 
as to when the thing devoutly wished 
for will be consummated.“ Tue report 
also states that while there are only 
about seven miles of ways called 
roads” in the Laurel road district 
ceded to the public, all requiring re- 
pairs and in a most neglected condi- 
tion; and in some cases impassable, yet

A Usury Law. 
Los ANGELES, May 5.—|To the Ed- 
itor of Tae TIuks.] The next Legis- 
lature of this State will be called upon 
to fix the rate of interest upon money, 
and to pags a most stringent usury 
law. The rate of interest should not ex- 
ceed 7 per cent, and every attempt to 
extort a greater rate should be visited 
with heavy penalties. As long as the 
lending of money is so immensely 
profitable it will not be put to any 
other use by its owner. When money 
commands an interest of 12 or 15 per 
cent., it will not seek investment lu en- 
terprises that will pay no more than 
halt that rate. The bad effect of un- 


restricted interest is shown by the 


fact that there are 17 loaning banks in 
this city, to say nothing about indi- 
vidual lenders, all of whom, by 
an understanding among themselves, 
demand an enormous percentage 
for the use of money. But how many 
manufactories or industrial establish- 
ments are there here?’ To say the 
is a woeful deartu 
of who have money 
are seeking to lend it, and it 
is a rare thing for one of them to in- 
vest in any productive industry. That 
this is an unmixed evil, and all wrong, 
can be seen by the most superficial ob- 
server, and the remedy for it is in a 
limited rate of interest anda stringent 
usury law.

Los ANGELES, May 5.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Ts.] Frequent men- 
tion has been made in Tun Titus of 
the pleasure derived from a trip to 
Wilson’s Peak by those who have made 
it. and it has excited a good deal of 
interest, and a desire in many to visit 
that place. Will your Pasadena corre- 
spondendent kindly let your readers 
know the best way and time such a 
trip can be made, and how much it will 
cost? Is there any accommodation to 
be there, and what rates, 
if any? No excursions are ad- 
vertised, and but few people know 
how to make the ascent or the 
route to the foot of the trail. By pub- 
lishing full directions many will avail 
themselves of a trip there, but they 
want to know the cost and what to ex- 
pect when there. If there is a hotel on 
the peak its proprietors would soon 
find a crowd there if he advertised in 
Tue TIuxks, and did not put his rates 
too high. Many resorts fail to pay 
mainly because they never advertise, 
and leave people to find them out un- 
directed. Such short-sighted policy is 
unwise.

Thin Your Deciduous Frults. 
{Azusa Pomotropic. | 

It is getting most too late to thin 
apricots now, but it will soon be time 
to thin peaches and nectarines. The 
fruit should be thinned before the seea 
gets hard. They are easier to pick off 
now and throw on the ground than to 
let them bang on thetrees and get 
ripe, haul them to the cannery, quarrel 
with the cannery men, get mad and 
haul them back, throw them into the 
— 4 and get squealed at again. 

hen the grower will curse the fruit 
and cannery, when it is his own fault. 
Such men are a detriment to their 
neighbors and to themselves. 

I will tell why a cannery or an evap- 
orator 1s not able to buy small fruit. 
First, small fruit is bitter; second, the 
seeds in the small fruit are as large as 
those in the large fruit; third, it takes 
longer to cut the small fruit than the 
large; fourth, they will have to put the 
small fruit on as pie fruit and then 
take half price for it. 

If I bought apricots to dry, I should 
rather pay two centsa pound for fruit 
weighing from seven to eight to the 
pound than to pay nothing for fruit 
running from twelve to fourteen to, the 


pound. 

I have pulled off two-thirds of the 
apricots from my trees. There would 
not have been too many it they had 
been properly distributed, but they all 
hupg in bunches, from four to twelve 
in a place. Now, all the fruit that is 
left in that condition I would not give 
two bits for it. I 2 off all but one 
or two to the bunch. Fruit will brin 
u good price this year if it is thinned 
properly, if not it will not be worth 
much, and your cultivation and prun- 
ing will be thrown away, if you did 


any. 

Peaches and nectarines will need 
thinning in a week or so. I would 
like to see every fruit-grower take an 
interest in bis fruit this year. It will 
pay them, and we will get up a reputa- 
tion in this part of the country. The 
peaches should be thinned so as to run 
from four to five to the pound, and 
should grow four to six inches apart 
on the limb. 


Big Oysters. 

The biggest edible oysters in the 
world are found at Pert Lincoln, in 
South Australia. They are sometimes 
more than a foot across the shell, and 
the oyster fits the shell so well he does 
not leave much margin. It is also said 
— See flavor and delicacy are pro- 
verbial. 


Or rich and poor, if you’re not wont
